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Thirty-six twineenzine planes were parked south of the builde- 
ings on the northern edge of the strausberg (HN 53/V 15) air= 
field on 2 June 1950. One plane was a DO-3 and the others 
were twin-engine low=-wing monoplanes with in-line engines 

and double rudder assemb ies. (1) Their encines and scock- 
pits were covered with tarpaulins. It was noticed that about 
every fourth plane had a longor, but also covered, cockpit.(&) 
The weather was fair but there was no flying between 1 and 

& PoMo . 


Between 2 and 3:30 p.m. individual twin-encine planes were 
secn 6 to 3 kms to the north at an altitude of about 1,200 
meters. They released individual bombs. (3) 


Construction work waS not seen. There was no runway. (4) 


On 3 June 1950 thirteen low-wing monoplanes with two in-line 
engines and sray~green paint were parked south of the ser= 


yviceable hangars, and 20 plenes of the same type west of the 


destroyed hangers. The noses, engines and cockpits were 
covered with tarpaulins. (1) 


The sky was clear between 9 a.m. and 3 peme but no tvin= 
engine low-wing monoplanes were in the air. Only one U=2 
biplane, towing a sleeve target, made local flichts at an 
altitude of about 300 meters. A machine cun emplaced on 
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About 40 twin-engine planes with double rudder assemblies, 

and twin-engine transports with two in-line engines and single 
rudder assemblies, were standing at the field on 7 dune 1950.{1) 
The weather was favorable petween 3 and 5 pom., but there was 
no flying. . 


Among the twin-engine planes with double rudder assemblies which 
were seen at a distance of about 100 meters, were planes with 
one and two cockpits. Both types were definitely low-wing mono~ 
planes with in-line engines end noses of apparently the same 
shape, which were not pl: xiglass. {2) Yellow and red propeller 
hubs, projecting slightly beyond the wings, were seen. 


Grading work was completed on the southern edge of the field. 
The landing field was improved and possibly slightly enlarged » 
and narrow-gauge railroad tracks were still piled there. (4) 


Repair work was being done on the approach road. Truck 
went to the field. 


Thirty-eight twin-engine planes of the type previously observed 
were counted at the field on & June 1950. The weather. was 

fair between 11 asm. and 3:50 peme but there was no flying. 
Eight plenes had blue double rudder assemblies. (6) They hed 
an antenna red. forward of the cookpit. On top of the rod was 


a shell-shaped bulge open to the f There was little acti- 
vity at the field. Passenger cera 
left the airfield. The approach rosa was being paved. Loca 
residents said that large quantities of gasoline and bombs had 
arrived at night during the week of 21 to 27 May 1950. No 
changes were noticed at the ammunition dump. (7)

Right railroad tank cars arrived at the field on 235 May 1950.(7) 
since that date flying activity has been increased. Take-offs 
were usually made at 4350 acti. Releasing of bombs and forma- 
tion flying was practiced. There was no activity on 28 and 
29 way 1950, “hiteuntide. 


Small-scale grading work was being done on the southern edge 

of the field. (4) Almost all of the bombs which had been lying 
outside of the buildings near the ammunition dump on the eastern 
edge of the field, were removed. The field was oceupled by 
about 30 Pee2s. The arrival or transfer of personnel was not 
observed. (1) 


A twineengine plane from the field, which had crashed and was 
lying upside down near Glelsdorf {N 53/V¥ 16), was examined in 
early June 1950. The type plates had disappeared. A wing was 
6 meters long, the elevators 2 meters long and the dive brekes 
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between 1.2 and 1.5 meters long. The 12-cylinder, V-engines 
had an exhaust collcotor. The retractable tail wheel was 
mounted slightly forward of the elevator assembly. The 
Plane had a belly turtet, with a twin-barreled, flexible 
machine gun between the wings and the rudder assembly. There 
was a window on both sides of the fuselage, in line with 
this gun mount. (8). 


The occupation of the field was unchanged on 12 and 13 June 
195¢. No flights were made. Jeep[ | and trucks 25X1C 
were seen. 


\Ll planes stationed at the ficld made formation flights 
between 5:30 and 6:30 a.m. on 14 June 1950. 


Flights, including formation flying with eight planes, were 
made all day on 15 June 1950. ‘Two single-engine fishters 

or ground attack planes, apparently on patrol flights, were 
seen for the first time. They flew over the towm overy 5 

to 10 minutes, up to 7:30 p.m. but did not land at the fPield(9). 


There was no flying on 16 June 1950. Individual flights were 
made in the morning of 17 June 1950. 


Supply shipments arriving and leaving the air force depot 
decreased slizhtly in early June 1950. lost of the motor 
vehicle traffic at the depot was in the evening or at night. 


& Padio station, assigned to the sirfield, consisted of two 
wooden buildings and a braced tower about 12 meters high. It 
was st the northwestern exit of Glelsdorf. From the tower 
one wire led to a power transmission line, and several anten- 
nas, running through rings about 10 cm in diameter, led to 
one of the buildings. (10).
